What 
an interesting thing it would be 
to see a film of the lives of each 
of us, so greatly varied in so 
many respects, but with the one 
similarity that the year spent in 
Albany will stand as a ‘“‘water- 
shed’’ in all of them. I also like 
to-think of those who have gone 
abroad representing Albany and 
of the fascinating story their col- 
lective experience would make.
